Metis, Jim Atkinson, the drunken halfbreed desperado who 
on Monday night murdered a companion in a drunken fury, 
was captured at twenty minutes past twelve o'clock this after- 
noon and is being brought to the city in an automobile guard- 


ed by a strong escort of police. 
Phe capture was effected 


with difficulty. Atkinson had 


barricaded himself in a lonely farmhouse and being armed 
with a rifle kept almost the entire populace of St, Paul de 
Metis at bay for 24 hours until the police arrived. The attack

shots were fired nobody was injured in the seige. 


The marder was committed on Mon- yp ently in a drunken 


day night. Atkinson and his eompan- 
jon Mylo Blankess, were engaged in a 
earousal, Both were drink anda 
quarrel started, Atkinson seized his 
ville and from a few feet away shot 
him several times in the stomaeh and 
lungs and then fled leaving him to die, 
When he fled it is believed he took 
with him what remained of the whis- 
Key, and carrying it to the house where 
he concealed himself, He barracaded 
the doors and windows, and when the 
people of St. Paul de Metis who learn- 
od next morning of the murder, eame 
to capture him,’ shol oat them and 
warned: Uren away, 

They surrounded the house and tete- 
phoned te Fors Saskatehewan for the 
mounted polise, + ‘The potlee secured 
an antomobile and started for the seene 
of the murder. Upon arrival there

allot Boxes Illegally In His Possession—Dispatching of Ballot Boxes an Infraction of the 
——Act—Ballots Should be Contained in Boxes—Fenalty Five Years for 
Making ‘“Phoney” Boxes 


That Oliver’s election, should he be elected, has already been invalidated by the ac- 
tions of the returning officer is the opinion secured by the Capital this morning from com- 
petent legal authority, and the sections of the Dominion Elections Act make it very evident 
that the opinion is incontrovertible. J 

In his affidavit published in the Capital yesterday, Returning Officer Charles May 
states in section 6: 

6. That the ballot boxes for Lesser Slave Lake and Grande Prairie were 
sent in a week ago and as at that time the new boxes were not finished | sent into 
those points the old ballot boxes used at the last Deminion election, and no boxes 
except those used at the last Dominion election, etc., etc. 

This is a very clear and definite statement, leaving no rcom for any misunderstanding. 
According to this statement the returning officer not only has already the boxes in his hands, 
but sent some of the boxes out to outlying polls some time ago. 

As a matter of fact it was quite unnecessary for the returning officer to make this state- 
ment, as it is very generally known that the ballot boxes are and have been for days piled in 
his office, that ballot boxes have been sent to many outlying points, to the coal fields in pos- 
session of George McLaren, to Grande Prairie in possession of W .A. Rae, to Lesser Slave 
Lake in the possession of Edward Wadleigh and to other points in the possession of other 
parties. The ballot boxes have now been out of the city some time, and the preof that they 


=| have been sent out could easily be established, but the affidavit of the returning officer makes 


proof unnecessary. 
The point is that neither the returning officer nor any of his deputies have any right 
possession previous to the day of nomination, and that the 


The proof of this is found in two sections of the Elections Act: Section 192 tells 
what shall be done with the ballot boxes after an election has been held, in whose custody 


¢| they should repose, and section 120 sets out in what manner, and what time and under what 


conditions a returning officer appointed at a subsequent election should come into posses- 
sion of the boxes. Following are the two sections: a 

Section 192—Atter the close of the election the returning officer shall 
cause to be deposited in the custody of the sheriff of the county or district or of the 
registrar of deeds in the county or registration division or of the postmaster in the 
locality in which the nomination was held the ballot boxes used at the election; and 
the sheriff, registrar or postmaster shall, at the next ensuing election, deliver such 
ballot boxes to the returning officer named for such election. 

Section 120—The sheriff of the county or district or the registrar of the 
county, or registration division, or the postmaster of the locality in which the nom- 
ination has been held shall immediately after the granting of the poll deliver to the 
returning officer the ballot boxes deposited in his custody in accordance with this 
act. 

These clauses malce it clearly evident that it was the duty of the returning officer at - 
he last election to place the kallot boxes in the hands of the registrar, or of some other officer 
named in the clauses, and that there they should remain until the day of the nomination. 

onsequently Charles May has no right to have the kallot boxes even now, let alone a week 
ago. 


roa 


The purpose of these clauses is made plain ky another clause of the act. When the 
ballot boxes are sent out they should contain the ballots, poll books, eic., locked within the 
box, where they should remain until the day of the polling, on whicli day the deputy return 
ing officers should each open their respective boxes, take the ballots therefrom and proceed 
with the election. This latter clause is: : 

Section 112a—Until the opening of the poll the deputy returning officer 
shall keep the blank poll book, forms of oath, envelopes and ballot papers care- 
fully locked up in the ballot box and shall take every precaution for their safe-keep- 
ing and for preventing any person from having unlawful access to them. 

Coupling up this latter clause with the two preceding ones it is very evident thit the 
duty of the returning officer was to get from the registrar on the day of nomination the hal- 
lot boxes, get the ballots printed, inclose them in the box along with the other papers neces- 
sary, such as instructions to deputy returning officers, poll books, copy of the election act, 
ets., and forward the whole equipment together, the papcrs locked in the box. 

If the ballot boxes have already been sent forward, as the returning officer testifics, 
it is obvious that they could not contain the ballots, as the ballots could not yet have been 
printed, the nomination having not yet been held; or, if the ballots have been printed in 
advance and are contained in the boxes sent out, then the returning officer had shattered 
the regulations in two places, both in the previousness of getting possession of the ballot 
boxes and in the previousness of getting printed and sending out the ballots. 

Whatever way he turns, the returning officer is obviously acting in a manner not in 
accordance with the act. # 

Without imputing motives, it is also quite clear that if the ballot boxes have béén 
sent ahead empty, and if the ballots are to be forwarded at a later date by some messenger 
appointed by the Oliver appointee, the chance of a genuine test of public opinion at the out- 
lying polls is a very slim one. In view of the discovery of the manufacture of the thirty 
“phoney” boxes in the Ross Brothers’ establish ment, and in view of the fact that the returning 
officer admits that he had in his possession boxes which did not comply with the law, but 
which he claimed (after the disclosures) to have condemned, and in view of the further cir- 
cumstance that the returning officer has danced holes in the whole election decalogue, there 
appears to have been altogether too much irregularity to have any room for hope that a gen- 
uine election would result. ‘At any rate, the upsetting of the election would be an easy 
mattr~ for the conservatives in case their candidate should be defeated.

How often it happens that the purpose is defealed by too 
creat anxiety. 

In the dominion election Oliver’s position is such that 
he perforce must win, no matter by what means. His whole 
future, almost his whole welfare hung on this election. Meta- 
phorically, if nov literally, he would be back driving the ox 
team if he lost. So, let the methods be what they may, he 
must win. 

Bul in his anxiety he has already defeated his purpose, 
for even though he should carry the constituency there is 
already sufficient irregularity lo invalidate the election on 
half a dozen counts, if not to disqualify him altogether. The 
returning officer’s possession of the ballot boxes ahead of the 
time when they should be in his hands, his possession of 
boxes which do not comply with the law, the consignment of 
these improper boxes to the hands of depuly returning offi- 
cers, alone constitule points on each one of which the election 
could be upset, and the proof of which, it is nol necessary for 
the opponents of Oliver to establish as they have already 
heen established under oath by-the returning officer himself. 

if Oliver wins, which is by means certain, it will do him 
little good, as the conservatives would not be so foolish as to 
low him to hold the constituency, the alleged favor of which 
he had-captured by the methods which he is pursuing. 

By a strict interpretation of the law anyone of the Oli- 
ver phalanx who has been guilty of having in his possession 
ballot boxes which did not comply with the requirements set 
oul in the election act are open to indictment and might be 
prosecuted with a possible sentence of five years. If the con- 
servatives in this case were actuated by personal animosity to 
the same extent that Oliver was when he attacked the Alberta 
government not only would Oliver’s election—if he is elected 
—be upset, but there would be others who would be put 
where the canines would not have a chance to tear 
clothing,

LARGE AMOUNT OF | OF UNDERGROUND 
WORK BEING CARRIED ON BY 
DEPARTMENT THIS YEAR. 


One half of the extensiva conduit 
work which the city telephone depart- 
ment 1s undertaking 18 practically fu- 
Ished and telephones are available, or 
will be shortly, for a large number of 
residents in the northeast and extreme 
northeast portfons of the city. The 
Work of tearing up a narrow strip on 
MeDougall avenue at this time is for 
{he purpose of installation of telephone 
underground conduits. This work is 
looking to the future, judgment being 
based on past demand in a systematic 
manner, When the work is completed 
there will have been laid almost two 
miles of conduits, extending from 
Southerland and Syndicate — avenues, 
along Sutherland to MeDougall and 
along McDougall to the lane south of 
Jasper and twelve blocks west along 
such lane, All eables in’ these eun- 
duits will, of course, enter the tele- 
phone building on MeDougall between 
Nice and Elizabeth, and in reality botb 
the conduit extending north and. east 
and the one south and west, will have 
their beginning — there, 
the ditching has been practically. con- 
tinuous and to the ordinary observer 
it looks lke one big telephone main or 
conduit, 

The purpose of this underground 
work is to eliminate overhead wires, 
Were not underground work resorted 
to, such a network of wires and cables 
would converge. al the telephone ex- 
change building that chaos would re- 
sult in cases of storms and disturb- 
ances causing them to become entang- 
led. Likewise a very unsightly appear- 
ance would result andthe streets 
would be lined with poles making up- 
Keep costly, 

Pipes mado of a composition and 
fiber are laid in this ditch that hag 
been and {s being dug. ‘These pipes 
are about four inches in diameter and 
are waterproof, Through cach of 
these pipes wil be strung a cable, cach 
cable containing 400 pairs of wires, 
or 800 individual wires, It takes two 
wires for cach and every telephone, 
so telephone men meun two wires 
when they say “a line." By. simple 
mulliplication it Is seen that the eight 
pipes or conduits laid north and south 
from the telephone exchange means 
3,200 lines cach way, or a total of 
6,400 lines. And 8,400 new lines mean 
a possibility of that many new. telc- 
phones, 

The- cables, containing. each — 400 
lines, are not being put tn at this time, 
nol by any means, Al the Intersection 
of each ailey Gf tufie there ure being 
put Jn. manholes. The cable will be put 
in the pipe or conduit at any time by 
merely being started at one end and 
block, This process will. be repeated 
from manhole to manhole until the 
cable is caricd out to the point desired 
to be reached, many blocks from the 
exchange, 

The pipes or conduits are laid in 
concrete so that when this dries and 
hardtns no water, can possibly get to 
the condults, which are themselves 
waterproof.

When it is considered that there are 
but little more than 3,00 telophones in 
the city, one might wonder that con- 
duits are being tnade for some 8,400 
new lines, nearly three times the num- 
ber of telephones or lines in use al 
the present time, This is understood 
when it [8 known that the number of 
possible lelephone lines must exceed 
the number of lelephones many times 
for these condull cables braneh off at 
intervals to supply different districts of 
the city. There are 40,000 or 50,000 
lines extending to all parts of the city 
so thal when there is a demand for a 
telephone the lines will be available, 
Ino block where there may be but one 
lelephone In nse there are perhaps ten 
or more tines or conduits where such 
lines can quickly be strung, 

The exchange at the telephone 
building bas a ecapacily of but 3,500. 
An addition will have to be made to this 
shortly, not later than next spring. 
This can be done, however, at any time 
while conduits cannot be laid during 
the winter months. 

The conduits from Sutherland and 
Syndicate to the telephone buildings 
ara now practically completed. Work 
on the system leading south from the 
exchange to the lane north of Jasper 
and west on that lane for a distance 
of twelve blacks has Just been started.

ADEQUATE SUPPLY CAN BE 
~ FOUND CLOSE TO CITY, 


That the elty of Edmonton should go 
some fifty miles east and bore for net- 
ural gas, and above all things never 
think of giving away & gas franchise In 
thie chy, was the statement of Alder- 
man H. &, MelInnis at the meeting of 
the elty counctl last evening, Alder- 
‘man Lundy had just moved that a ple- 
biscite regarding gas should be taken 
on the 26th of this month when the 
public is voting on amalgamtion, The 
motion of Mr, Lundy carried and on 
the 26th of the present month the pub- 
lic Wi bell enabled to say what they 
want in regard to gas, 

Alderman Melnnis in speaking to the 
motion of Alderman Lundy, expounded 
some gas information that was an eye- 
opener, He deelared that Edmonton 
should have natural gas and could have 
natural gas just as easily as not, He 
pointed oul the fact that down at.Bow 
Island the biggest tas flow in-the world 
had just been strack and they were 
to pipe it eleav to Ualgary, And he 
{hen declared that a mammoth flow of 
gas was at Pelican Rapids, and pointed 
out that a dine between Peliean Rapids 
and Bow Island passed to the east of 
Edmonton not more than 50 or ¢O 
miles, A few miles beyond Tofleld an 
entirely different earl formation is to 
be found, a formation such as gas is 
found at both Bow Island and af Peli- 
ean Rapids. ‘Now, it is as plain as 
the nose on your face,” declared Dr. 
MeInnis, “that if we go out east of 
Tofleld in the line between those two 
places where gas igs found in abund- 
anee and bore a well, that we will find 
natural gas and tnd it in quantities, 
We wil Ihave some of that gas, 

“Should we give away a gas fran- 
chise for 9O-cent gas or 80-cent fas 
and within a year or two years or three 
years or more some individual should 
strike a gas flow out there and want 
to supply natural gas to Edmonton at 
25 cetns the thousand or for less, and 
become millionaires at that, the peopie 
of this city would bless us for ever 
wd a day for ever tieing up this mu- 
oicipality in a franchise so ‘at the 
people could not benefit from this gift 
of Nature. I am going to fight any 
franchise to the last ditch.” 

Alderman Grindley was. sitting with 
eyes wide open while the doctor was 
talking and when he had subsided Mr. 
Grindley asked, ‘Why did you nol 
break some of this information before, 
doctor; why did you not tell us what 
you had in your mind; it might have 
saved lots of time?”

Oosha, a Nationalist member of the 
Imperial Diet, who thinks that the re- 
vision of the Anglo-Japanese alliance 
represents the complete diplomatic tri- 
umph for the United States over Japan, 
This politician says that for some time 
there has been a growing fear among 
the people of Great Britain that the 
relations between Japan and the United 
States might become so strained as to 
drag Great Britain into a- defence of 
Japan against her own kith and kin, 
and as such a move would prove a most 
unpopular thing in England, the British 
government have been looking about 
for some means of obviating the pos- 
sibility, and, therefore, grasped at the 
opportunity afforded by the arbitration 
treary wilh the United States, Mr.
